If tue 
money sharks of Wall Street, who 
have made fortunes by speculating 
in the rise and fall of greenbacks and 
silver since 1861, do not get tbe 
greater portion of tbe gold in tbeir 
power, resumption will be easy, but 
should they succeed in makicg a cor- 
ner on gold, with the aid of John 
Sherman, who belongs to them, but 
is tied by legislation, they hope to 
make it a failure.

The 
fact that they receive a great deal of 
gold and part with none, is evidence 
enough that some such a scheme in 
contemplated. 
Certainly tbe small 


margin now given for gold will not 
pay them to hold it.
